• A. meeting was hold last evening at 
Philharmonic Hall to take into oonsider- 
ation the most appropriate manner of ai^- 
dressing Hi.-i Exoellenoy the GoverflOr- 
Gono al on the question of our griovauijes 
with regard to tho uon-fulttlment of the 
Terms of Union bv Canada. Tue meotiug 
was presided over by His Worship the 
jMayor, ami tho following gontlomon were 
accomodated with seat^ on rhe platform: — 
Messrs. C, H.ywurd, W. Wilson, M. W. 
T. Dralio, S. Duck, R. Boaven, A. Mc- 
Lean, C. Gowen, J. Pfll, T. Chadwiek. 
Bunstor, Humphreys, Donglas, W. K. 
Bull, McB. Snuih, and O. 'Morton. Mr. 
Ell Harrison was elected Seorteary of the 
nicotiug. 

Mr. Drake, as chairman of a proviona 
meetiug, suid the Secretary of that meet- 
ing had addros-'ed a communieation to 
His E.tceIlenoy the Governor-General, 
who h.id through'his J>riVatBseeret«ry in- 
vited a deputation to wait upon him. 
The (lejiutatiou did wait upon Irita bat 
his 1-^.xcclleney iuformetl tho gentlemen 
forniiug that deputation that heoonld not 
receive tho address which bad been care- 
fully framed by tho meeting of August 
last. Although His Excellency could not 
receive the address in' qa&ition, he had 
availed himself of the opportunity to con-' 
verse freely on ma'ters relative to the 
Province mid its welfare. It was, how- 
ever, uudi'rstood that His Excellency, 
having visited tht! several districts of the 
Province, would hereafter place his.riews 
before tho jjoople through tho agency of 
tho press. 

Mr. Beaven being colled on by a fow

the address wbicn-had been 'rmM^d • by 
tlio Governor-General. He (Mr.fBaiVen) 

considered that the Governor General had 
pursued a peculiar course in declining to 
rcuieive the address and said that the fact 
of Mr. Blake's having intimated that tho 
Province might if it chose lo.we the Con- 
federation, exactly coincided, ^'ith the 
views enunciated in the adcU'jS^ir-rluuBder 
certain circumstancea — although 'it '"'was 
placed in much milder language than that 
used by the hon. Minister of Justice, 
one of the advisers of the Governor-G«n- 
oral. Ho (^fr. Beaven) was surprised 
that His Excellency should have request- 
ed the deputation when it waited upon 
liim to observe secrecy, aud there could 
be no doubt that the rejection of tho ud- 
dres, aud His Excellency's refusal to go 
under the Eort street arch had had a van' 
unfavorable effect on the public. Ho 
maintained that inasmuoh as Mr. Blake 
had ox])ressed himself in favor of aopara- 
tiou Victoria had a right to express hor- 
Bclf in a similar manner if she ohosed. 
He did not seo tho uecessity of adjourn- 
ing the meeting, because be believed that 
Lord Dafferin as aman of Itia. .w^M-^did 
not intend to make any promise whatever 
binding on Canada. The previous meet- 
ing hail assorted that tho Province waa in 
favor of separation unless tho Carnarvon 
Terms wore carried out, and he thonght 
tliar, tlie only policy for the present meut-p 
iiig to inirsue was to reasserttliat principle. 
Ho at^cused Canada of a lack of honesty of 
purpose and said that, notwithstanding 
tho vote in the House of Commons there 
had been no etlort ma le to commence 
railway con-trnction. Ho regretted Mr. 
Edgar's advent to this Provence because 
that geuiloman had discovered the weak 
poinis of the Province and the Dominion 
Government had worked. O^^jbftteVjeal- 
ousics to the detiimeht of the" '"T^vtboe. 
He could not b; lieve th it the consifuo- 
tio;i of the Isla'id rsilway and the oxpoii- 
dituro of ^2,tK)L).000 per annum would af- 
fect tho ina orial pro-iperity ofihe Domin- 
ion, and lio hoped that the visit of his 
Excellency the Oovoruor-Gi-noral to this 
Province would result in some favorable 
solution of the question at issno. He 
trusted that the Carnarvon Terms would' 
be carried out and regarded the siiggdation 
toiibaudon the Ireland Railway as simply a 
prelude to ilin ahaudonm- nt of tho entire 
railw.iy. The |iolicy of the country should 
booiemal vigilanca und firmnens, aud 
with unity it would be- foi^qd.i thiil^tbe 
Province could Cdrry any point isia desir- 
ed. (H^ar tear ) -t.^ t ■ 

Mr. D -uglis Said the question "bad been 
th •rou.ilily discus'-od, and it mu-t bo ap- 
parent to all tlial th-i Pr.ivi.jco liad good 
caiL-e fur ci)(U|d lint ag liuMt Canada. Ho 
had al ways been a s'.uinch supporior of 
the C'lrnarvou Terms aod nsoil bis best 
endeavors to have tlieiu carried out; and 
those present might rely on his statement 
that he always would. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Humphreys being called on regret- 
ted the absence of the Premier, which ho 
i-egardcd as intentional. He cnttrtuined 
no belief whatever in tho prefiont Oovcrn- 
iiieiit to obtain a fnlfilmout of tho Carnar 
von Terms, and although ho wished to 
make no pt-rsunal attack against the Guv- 
oinment he mast nay that they 'vroald'not 
aid the country unless they could at tho 
satue time aid tliemsolves. Ho reiterated 
tho course jiiirsued by tlio Province to- 
warilM Canada, and maintained that tho 
eiiy of Victoria represented the entire 
seuliineiit of the IhIiiikI, whilst Now West- 
miufcter did not represent the Mninlaud 
by any means. (Hear, hear.) He consi- 
dcved the country had been grossly in- 
sulted by the ollicials at Ottawa who had 
abused in tho most violent manner that, 
etiquette which civilized nations observe. 
If llio country would disonss tho inatlor 
without prt'judieo it wou'id be found that 
the Province had the matter , entirely |in 
her own handd, and' he mainttSnea' that 
with unity here both Lord Carnarvod? 
Lord Dufrnriu nnd Mr. Mackenzie would 
bo swopt away. Ho maintained that if 
Canada bad bt'on treated by England as 
British Columbia hud by Canada, Canada 
would have clamored for soparatiou from 
tho Hoino Government. Ho waa satilifled

Mr, BullfdlSB9i0iU:n--?Mgthy speech 
and regretted that tho Mainland should 
have opxiosod the sentiment of the lalaud; 
he waa more particularly disgusted with 
tho ex-Fioanco Minister, Mr. W. J. Arm- 
strong of Now Westminster; and after di- 
lating on the various coacesbions which 
the Province has made to Canada,' during

Mr, Duck, although a strong supporter

was ruled. Ho would ask if the Province 
should submit to further wrougs (No I 
no 1} and would fain know what right tho 
Dominion Govornruent had either to col- 
lect customs hero or to appoint ofUciuls. 
Once she hud,|bat right but now by her 
negligence site had fbrfeitedit, f^r nj^eiiad 
not made 'Ofte single bona fide eiffofo to 
construct. the railway.
